!uly 1, Money for the comlng
year is budgeted to the various
departments—fire, police, streets,
building, and others—on the ba-
sis ‘of ‘an anticipated revenue
which includes estimated sales
taxes, license fees, general tax-
es, and other sources of income
to the city.

However, much of ‘the money
needed to operate the .budget
is not' received by the city un-
til the year is half gone. In the
meantime, the city must get
along on revenue provided by
sales .taxes, license fees, and
other local revenue sources, a
small part of the total reve-
nue needed. It gets the rest
by borrowing—with no- interest
fees attached, of course. This
is necessary in order to meet
obligations of pdyrolls, - utilities,
and othér expenses of running
a oity.
